To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hambledon  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1945. 

The  year  has  been  a notable  one,  the  Council  having  been 
most  active  in  promoting  schemes  for  improving  the  general 
standards  of  living  in  the  rural  district.  An  extensive  housing 
programme  has  been  vigorously  pursued,  though  progress  has  been 
disappointingly  slow.  Extensive  main  drainage  schemes  and  main 
water  extensions  have  also  been  carefully  examined  and  a programme 
prepared. 

The  population  has  declined  somewhat,  due  no  doubt  to  the 
return  of  evacuees  to  the  big  cities.  The  statistics  for  births,  deaths, 
and  infectious  diseases  continue  to  be  very  satisfactory.  Tuber- 
culosis shows  no  decline,  though  the  increase  of  the  war-time  years 
appears  to  have  been  checked.  Cancer  continues  as  a principal 
cause  of  death  and  ranks  as  the  chief  cause  after  heart  disease, 
accounting  for  one  death  in  every  five  or  six. 

The  illegitimate  birth  rate  is  surely  a cause  for  some  alarm. 
Before  the  war  only  4 per  cent,  of  all  births  were  illegitimate  ; a 
steady  increase  during  the  last  six  years  has  raised  this  figure  to 
13  per  cent. — 1 birth  in  every  7 or  8 is  illegitimate. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  in  no  way 
diminished  and  tends  to  be  concerned  more  and  more  with  social 
conditions  and  social  services. 

I am  grateful  to  all  members  of  the  Council  for  much  help 
and  support  during  a difficult  year  and  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  all  members  of  my  staff,  particularly  those  voluntary  workers 
who  have  given  unsparingly  of  their  time  and  without  whom  much 
would  have  remained  undone.

The  remarkable  increase  in  the  proportion  of  illegitimate 
births  is  shown  by  reference  to  pre-war  reports.  Formerly  illegitimate 
births  averaged  about  4 per  cent.  In  1943  the  figure  rose  to  16  per 
cent.,  fell  to  12  -per  cent,  in  1944,  and  the  1945  figure  was  nearly 
13  per  cent. 

No  doubt  many  of  these  were  made  legitimate  by  subsequent 
marriage,  war  conditions  deferring  marriages  in  many  cases,  but 
the  fact  that  1 child  in  7 or  8 is  bom  illegitimate,  provides  a striking 
commentary  on  war-time  conditions  of  living.  The  actual  number 
of  births  has  increased  from  about  290  in  pre-war  years  to  about 
450  in  the  past  4 years,  although  the  population  increase  is  only 
about  15  per  cent.

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Christ’s  Hospital, 
Horsham,  undertook  a number  of  special  investigations,  but  was 
closed  during  the  year.  The  help  given  by  this  service  was  invaluable. 
The  corresponding  laboratory  at  Epsom  is  still  available  and  though 
not  so  conveniently  situated  has  given  us  valuable  assistance. 

Milk  Analysis. — During  the  year  154  samples  were  examined. 
This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Pathological  Department  of  the 
Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital,  Guildford. 

Water  Analysis. — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
1 Broadway,  Gidea  Park,  Essex,  continue  to  undertake  the  examina- 
tion (both  chemical  and  bacteriological),  by  contract,  of  samples 
of  water.  The  number  of  samples  examined  during  the  year 
was  99. 

During  the  war  years  the  systematic  sampling  of  public 
supplies  has  not  been  practicable  on  the  same  basis  as  formerly. 
It  is  of  great  importance  to  maintain  regular  sampling  and  the 
pre-war  rate  will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit.

Although  the  District,  except  for  the  area  around  Cranleigh, 
is  completely  dependent  upon  the  ambulance  service  of  the  Guildford 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  of  the  Godaiming  British  Red  Cross 
Society,  it  has  been  found  reasonably  sufficient  for  all  requirements. 

The  voluntarv  ambulance  service  at  Holbrook  House  Civil 
Defence  Depot,  Shalford,  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District,  which  was 
so  helpful  in  conveying  children  to  and  from  Sick  Bays,  was  discon- 
tinued with  the  closure  of  Long  Acre  Sick  Bay  during  the  Summer.

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Volunteer  Car  Pool. — During  the  first  seven  months  of  the 
year  the  Volunteer  Car  Pool  services  operated  by  the  Women's 
Voluntary  Service  was,  as  in  the  previous  three  or  four  years,  of 
tremendous  service  and  undoubtedly  relieved  the  strain  on  the 
regular  ambulances  to  a very  great  extent.  During  those  years  an 
average  of  nearly  6,000  miles  a month  were  run,  and  large  numbers 
of  patients  conveyed. 

When  closed  down  at  rather  short  notice,  it  was  realised  that 
very  great  hardship  would  be  inflicted  on  numberless  patients  and 
invalids  in  rural  parts,  who  would  be  deprived  of  any  means  of 
reaching  hospitals  for  treatment  or  attendance  at  clinics.  The 
Council,  therefore,  agreed  to  run  a Medical  Transport  Service  on 
lines  very  similar  to  those  of  the  Volunteer  Car  Pool.  The  Women’s 
Voluntary  Service  kindly  agreed  to  continue  giving  their  assistance. 
This  service  provides  transport  for  : 

(1)  Emergency  calls. 

(2)  Patients  to  and  from  hospitals  or  consultant  or  treatment 

centres. 

(3)  Urgent  medical  supplies. 

(4)  Conveyance  in  emergency  of  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

A charge  is  made  at  the  rate  of  3d.  per  mile  and  in  addition 
from  the  1st  December,  1945,  petrol  was  provided  free  to  the  drivers. 
We  have  approximately  60  drivers,  and  during  the  five  months 
723  patients  were  conveyed  and  16,823  miles  were  run.  This 
service  is  most  valuable,  and  should  be  preserved  as  there  is  no 
question  that  the  need  for  it  will  persist  in  some  form  for  a very 
long  time,  if  not,  indeed,  permanently.

The  Guildford  and  Godaiming  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  has 
remained  closed  since  1941. 

There  has  been  no  real  difficulty  in  securing  accommodation 
for  infectious  cases.  The  absence  of  epidemics  has  fortunately 
prevented  any  serious  demand  for  beds,  the  measles  outbreak 
being  of  a very  mild  type  with  few  serious  or  complicated  cases. 


Evacuation  Sick  Bays. — There  are  two  Sick  Bays  set  up 
under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme  in  the  Hambledon 
Rural  District — one  at  Kilmory,  Cranleigh,  for  minor  infectious 
diseases  (21  beds),  and  one  at  Long  Acre,  Shamley  Green,  for  cases 
of  a non-inf ectious  nature  (27  beds).

Although  most  of  the  evacuees  had  returned  to  their  homes 
before  the  end  of  the  year,  there  remained  many  residual  families 
presenting  especially  difficult  problems.  Families  who  had  lost 
their  own  homes  added  to  our  own  housing  difficulties,  and  un- 
accompanied children  were  in  some  cases  left  on  our  hands. 

The  two  war-time  Hostels — Denbigh  House  for  boys,  and 
Pilgrim  Wood  for  girls — continued  their  usefulness,  despite  con- 
siderable difficulties  in  securing  satisfactory  staffs.  At  Pilgrim 
Wood  the  number  of  girls  gradually  diminished  until  only  about 
7 remained  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Denbigh  House  retained  an 
average  of  15-18  boys.  Many  of  them  were  maladjusted,  difficult 
or  even  psychological  cases.  Nearly  all  benefited  greatly  from  their 
stay  in  the  hostel,  but  the  gradual  change  from  ordinary  evacuees 
to  special  children,  some  of  them  delinquents,  altered  the  character 
of  the  hostel  to  something  approaching  a Remand  Home.  Re- 
sponsibility for  this  class  of  boy  belongs  more  properly  to  the 
County  Council,  and  early  in  1946,  both  hostels  were  transferred  to 
the  County  control. 
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Evacuation  Sick  Bays.— The  four  Sick  Bays  in  my  area — - 
Millwater  House,  Ripley,  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District  ; Long 
Acre,  Shamley  Green,  and  Kilmory,  Cranleigh,  in  the  Hambledon 
Rural  District ; and  Quedley,  Vicarage  Lane,  in  the  Haslemere 
Urban  District — continued,  as  in  previous  years,  to  be  run  as  one 
unit  so  far  as  the  admission  of  patients  was  concerned,  two  of  them 
being  reserved  for  minor  infectious  disease  and  two  for  non-infectious 
ailments. 

With  the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  the  return  of  evacuees, 
the  amount  of  work  lessened  substantially  and  I recommended  that 
Millwater  House  Sick  Bay,  being  the  least  suitable  premises,  and 
difficult  in  operation,  should  be  closed,  and  this  was  done  in 
September. 

Some  anxiety  was  felt  at  the  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
subsequently  to  close  Long  Acre  Sick  Bay  also,  so  that  it  might  be 
released  for  occupation  by  its  new  owner. 

The  two  remaining  Sick  Bays — Quedley,  for  non-infectious 
minor  ailments,  and  Kilmory,  for  minor  infectious  disease — have 
been  well  used,  and  on  the  whole  have  been  able  to  meet  our  require- 
ments, although  a few  cases  from  adjoining  Districts  have  had  to  be 
refused. 

These  Sick  Bays,  of  course,  are  reserved  for  evacuees  and  are 
used  substantially  by  children  from  residential  nurseries.  They 
could  be  of  much  greater  use  if  made  available  to  the  residents  in 
our  own  Districts.  Many  families  are  overcrowded  and  living  under 
conditions  of  difficulty.  Scabies,  impetigo,  and  apparent  neglect 
of  children  are  not  always  the  failure  of  the  parents  so  much  as  the 
fault  of  the  conditions  under  which  they  are  compelled  to  live.  In 
such  circumstances  it  is  frequently  impossible  to  treat  children 
satisfactorily  at  home.  An  institution  such  as  a Sick  Bay  freely 
available  would  be  invaluable  and  could,  if  required,  treat  many 
children  as  out-patients.  It  is  impossible  to  admit  such  children 
to  hospitals. 

Reviewing  the  past  six  years  it  can  be  said  that  the  Sick  Bays 
have  proved  a remarkable  success.  The  assurance  of  prompt 
removal  of  sick  children  and  such  as  were  suffering  from  minor 
infections  was  of  the  greatest  help  to  the  successful  operation  of  the 
Government  Evacuation  Scheme.  They  have  done  much  also  in 
helping  to  keep  the  evacuated  children  in  good  health.  There 
ought  to  be  a real  place  for  such  institutions  so  long  as  present 
housing  conditions  continue  and  so  long  as  the  residential  nurseries — 
of  which  there  are  a very  large  number  in  and  around  these  Dis- 
tricts— are  maintained. 

Voluntary  drivers  under  the  Volunteer  Car  Pool  Scheme  and 
under  the  Council’s  Medical  Transport  Service  are  most  reluctant 
to  convey  infectious  cases,  many  of  them  having  children  of  their 
own.  It  has,  therefore,  been  frequently  necessary  to  call  upon  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  to  remove  cases  of  minor  infection

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where  the  children  were  quite  unable  to  travel  by  ordinary  car. 
The  Medical  Transport  Service  is  used  for  the  conveyance  of  non- 
infectious  cases. 

Particular  note  should  be  made  of  the  cases  of  ringworm 
treated  chiefly  at  Quedley  Sick  Bay.  Despite  the  use  of  X-rays 
and  the  advice  of  specialists  attached  to  the  Royal  Surrey  County 
Hospital,  Guildford,  treatment  in  most  cases  continued  over  a period 
of  several  months.  During  this  period  the  children  were  of  necessity 
absent  from  school  and  missing  all  education.  If  ringwom  continues 
to  increase  it  might  seem  desirable  to  arrange  a special  institution 
where  education  could  be  continued. 


Psychiatric  Social  Worker. — The  Psychiatric  Social  Worker 
appointed  under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme  continued 
to  do  most  valuable  work  with  maladjusted  and  difficult  children. 
This  was  a great  help  with  billeting  and  in  the  work  of  the  hostels. 
It  was  with  regret  that  she  was  transferred  to  the  County  Council 
on  the  1st  April  with  the  introduction  of  the  Education  Act, 
although  her  services  are  still  available,  but  to  a more  limited 
extent. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  in  Guildford  held  sessions  three 
times  weekly,  and  even  this  has  proved  scarcely  adequate  to  give 
sufficient  time  for  treatment  in  all  cases. 


MORTUARIES. 

The  following  mortuaries  serve  the  District  :

INSULIN. 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2734,  a regular 
supply  of  insulin  is  made  to  three  patients  who  would  be  otherwise 
unable  to  afford  it. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER. 

Public  Water  Supplies  are  examined  regularly  and  no  trouble 
has  been  experienced. 

Extensions  of  public  supplies  in  certain  localities  have  been 
under  consideration,  and  plans  prepared.  Comparatively  few  houses 
are  still  dependent  upon  wells,  but  as  the  level  of  underground 
water  continues  to  fall  year  by  year,  well  supplies  are  gradually 
drying  up,  and  despite  the  expense  entailed  in  extending  mains  to 
remote,dwellings,  there  is  no  alternative. 

Further  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  proposals  made 
in  my  Special  Report  submitted  in  August,  1944,  concerning  the 
possible  unification  of  public  and  private  supplies  over  most  of  the 
South-Western  part  of  the  County.  Hydro-geological  surveys  have 
been  made,  and  the  reports  are  expected  early  in  1946. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

With  the  end  of  the  war  the  pre-war  difficulties  of  drainage  and 
sewerage  become  more  and  more  emphasised, — aggravated  by  six 
years  of  enforced  delay  and  made  more  urgent  by  the  extensive 
housing  schemes  in  contemplation. 

Completion  of  the  Milford  and  Witley  Scheme  is  the  most 
pressing  necessity.  The  sewers  being  already  laid,  only  final  con- 
nection to  the  Godaiming  drainage  system  is  required.  Sewage 
conditions  in  parts  of  Milford  and  Witley  will  continue  to  give  cause 
for  very  grave  anxiety  until  the  work  is  completed. 

Chiddingfold,  Ewhurst  and  Elstead  cannot  be  long  delayed. 
In  all,  most  undesirable  sanitary  conditions  are  on  the  increase. 
It  seems  possible  that  Elstead  could  be  brought  into  a combined 
scheme  with  Tilford,  Churt  and  possibly  Hindhead,  and  it  is 
desirable  that  this  should  be  explored.  Manifestly  it  is  a better 
policy  to  have  fewer  and  larger  disposal  works  rather  than  a multi- 
plicity of  small  plants.  Supervision,  maintenance  and  operation 
are  in  general  more  satisfactory  with  larger  schemes  able  to  utilise 
a fixed  permanent  staff. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Few  instances  of  pollution  were  brought  to  our  notice  during 
the  year,  and  no  difficulty  experienced  in  effecting  the  necessary 
remedial  measures. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Some  improvement  in  the  labour  situation  has  slightly  eased 
the  difficulties  of  maintaining  these  services.  Very  great  difficulties 
have  been  encountered  and  delays  have  been  unavoidable.  The 
further  return  of  men  from  the  Forces  will,  it  is  hoped,  make  things 
easier  in  the  future. 
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SHOPS. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year  was  17. 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  GROUNDS. 

The  tendency  already  recorded  for  movable  dwellings  and 
vans  to  be  used  as  permanent  houses  continues  to  increase  and 
necessitates  constant  watchfulness. 

There  can  be  no  improvement  until  the  supply  of  houses  begins 
to  overtake  the  demand. 

SCHOOLS. 

Sanitary  conditions  at  the  schools  are  being  re-examined  and 
steps  taken  when  necessary  to  effect  improvement.  There  has  been 
some  deterioration  in  many  village  schools  unavoidable  during  the 
six  years  of  war,  whilst  the  institution  of  school  canteens  has 
radically  altered  drainage  requirements  in  country  districts. 

Table  V on  page  35  shows  the  number  of  children  notified 
as  being  absent  from  school  on  account  of  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  including  contacts  with  cases  of  infectious  disease. 


HOUSING 


The  housing  shortage  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  is  no 
less  acute  than  elsewhere. 

During  the  six  years  of  war  only  12  new  houses  have  been 
erected,  8 of  them  agricultural  cottages  built  by  the  Council,  whereas 
during  corresponding  years  of  peace  there  would  have  been  more 
than  1,000  new  houses.  In  addition,  many  of  the  older  properties 
have  fallen  into  decay  through  lack  of  ordinary  repairs  and  main- 
tenance. The  population  is  substantially  more  than  in  1939 — 
30,000  as  compared  with  26,000  in  1938.  There  is  considerable 
overcrowding,  and  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  are  rife.  This 
is  particularly  serious  in  the  case  of  illness,  especially  tuberculosis, 
and  it  is  frequently  impossible  to  provide  any  improvement.  It  is 
commonly  impossible  to  isolate  cases  of  infectious  disease  satis- 
factorily at  home.  More  than  500  applications  for  Council  Houses 
have  been  received  and  the  number  is  increasing  rapidly  although 
the  Council  has  not  advertised  for  applicants. 

The  Council  has  tackled  the  problem  with  vigour,  and  has 
decided  to  build  at  least  500  permanent  houses  as  rapidly  as  possible 
and  such  temporary  prefabricated  ones  as  can  be  allotted — so  far 
70  have  been  promised.  In  addition,  they  have  accepted  the  offer 
of  14  Swedish  houses.  The  Council  already  owns  four  building  sites, 
on  which  48  houses  can  be  built.  The  greatest  delay  has  occurred 
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in  obtaining  approval  of  new  sites  selected  for  building,  and  in 
completing  the  purchase.  More  than  30  sites  had  been  selected  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  although  the  Council  were  not  in  a position 
to  enter  into  possession  of  any  of  them.  Plans  for  houses  have  been 
agreed,  and  the  Council  should  be  in  a position  to  invite  tenders 
almost  immediately — as  soon  as  they  can  obtain  possession  of  the 
sites. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  16  sites,  in  addition  to  the  four  already 
mentioned,  had  been  approved  by  the  various  Departments,  and 
the  purchase  of  twelve  more  was  being  negotiated  by  the  District 
Valuer.  An  architect  has  been  appointed  to  design  the  houses,  and 
it  is  intended  to  lay  out  the  sites  and  to  build  houses  in  traditional 
style  using  several  designs  of  house  on  each  site.  Four  types  of 
houses  have  already  been  approved  by  the  Ministry,  and  they  do 
represent  substantial  advances  on  anything  previously  built  by 
the  Council. 

The  present  position  with  regard  to  the  programme  may  be 
briefly  summarised  as  follows  : 

(a)  Four  sites  owned  by  Council  and  approved  by  Ministries. 

Site  works — roads,  drainage,  etc.,  have  commenced  on  two 

of  them. 

(b)  Sixteen  sites  approved  by  Ministries — -purchase  being  negoti- 

ated. 

(c)  Nine  sites  with  the  Ministries,  awaiting  approval. 

(d)  Ten  sites  selected  and  being  considered. 

(e)  Four  types  of  house  plans  prepared  in  full  detail  and  approved 

by  Ministry  of  Health. 

(/)  Specification  for  all  types,  prepared  in  full  detail. 

(g)  Bill  of  Quantities  for  all  types  being  prepared. 

(h)  Working  drawings  of  roads,  etc.,  for  two  sites,  prepared  and 

awaiting  Ministerial  approval. 

It  is  gratifying  that  such  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made 
despite  difficulties,  including  shortage  of  staff. 

In  addition  to  erecting  houses,  the  Council  are  endeavouring  to 
deal  with  the  most  urgent  cases  by  the  exercise  of  the  powers  of 
requisition.  Every  suitable  house  becoming  unoccupied  is  re- 
quisitioned although  where  the  owner  within  14  days  of  the  date 
of  requisition  indicates  his  intention  to  occupy  the  house  himself 
the  house  is  released.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  had  37 
houses  under  requisition,  accommodating  44  separate  families 
consisting  of  176  people.  Other  houses  recently  requisitioned  will 
be  released  or  occupied,  according  to  circumstances. 

Housing  Survey. — Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
Housing  Survey.  At  the  end  of  the  year  3,294  houses  remained  to 
be  surveyed,  and  2,248  had  been  completed.  The  following  table 
shows  the  categories  in  which  these  were  placed  :

Three  officers  have  been  engaged  on  the  Survey. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work  a great  many  lesser  repairs 
have  been  carried  out  and  a general  improvement,  small  but  definite, 
has  been  achieved  on  the  level  of  housing.  We  have,  moreover, 
ascertained  many  really  bad  cases  of  overcrowding,  and  insanitary 
conditions,  which  otherwise  might  not  have  come  to  our  notice. 
The  Survey  has  also  been  of  considerable  value  in  educating  the 
public  to  the  necessity  of  proper  housing  standards.

SMALLPOX. 


No  case  of  smallpox  occurred  in  the  District,  although  a number  of 
contacts  of  cases  came  into  the  District.  These  were  followed  up,  and  the 
usual  precautions  taken. 
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LEPROSY. 

This  one  case  was  notified  from  St.  Thomas's  Hospital.  The 
patient  was  not  resident  in  our  District  and  had  evidently  con- 
tracted the  disease  years  ago  when  abroad.  Eventually  after  much 
difficulty  he  was  transferred  to  a suitable  home. 

TYPHUS. 

One  case  occurred,  a medical  student  on  his  return  from  work 
in  Belsen  Concentration  Camp.  It  was  not  severe,  but  full  pre- 
cautions were  taken  with  all  his  companions  and  contacts  and  there 
were  no  other  cases. 

All  persons  arriving  from  abroad  by  air  or  otherwise  who  may 
have  been  in  contact  with  typhus,  smallpox  or  other  infectious 
disease  are  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  District 
in  which  they  reside.  There  have  been  a great  many  of  these 
arrivals  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  and  suitable  precautions 
are  taken  in  every  case. 

SCABIES. 

The  last  few  months  of  the  year  saw  a remarkable  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  scabies.  In  most  cases  treatment  was 
carried  out  in  the  patients'  homes,  a procedure  not  only  welcomed 
by  the  sufferers,  but  enabling  us  to  examine  all  other  members 
of  each  family  concerned  and  treat  when  necessary.  It  is  usual 
to  find  that  other  members  of  the  family  do  suffer.  The  appointment 
of  a nurse  for  home  visiting  will  greatly  facilitate  this  treatment. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  incidence — 70  cases  as  compared 
with  45  in  1944.  Most  of  the  cases  were  very  mild  in  character, 
and  beyond  doubt  a very  large  number  of  cases  are  missed  every 
year,  passing  as  infectious  sore  throats. 

WHOOPING-COUGH. 

Sixty-three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  many  of  them 
in  residential  nurseries. 

No  deaths  occurred. 

Report  on  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Work  carried  out  by 
Dr.  Johns  during  1945. 

During  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1945,  23  visits  were 
made  to  schools  in  the  Hambeldon  Rural  District.

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The  number  of  children  (including  temporary  residents)  who 
completed  the  full  course  of  immunisation  between  January  and 
31st  December,  1945,  was  185  under  5 years,  and  57  over  5 years. 

The  approximate  estimated  number  of  children  in  the 
Authority’s  area  at  31st  December,  1945,  was  2,286  under  5 years 
and  2,711  over  5 years. 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  (see  case  reported 
below)  and  she  was  stated  to  have  been  immunised  previously  in 
Holland. 

On  the  15th  November,  a case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  from 
Sayers  Croft  Camp,  Ewhurst,  which  is  now  a Camp  for  Dutch 
children.  All  the  children  were  said  to  have  been  immunised  before 
leaving  Holland.  On  the  23rd  November,  Dr.  Johns  Schick-tested 
86  children.  Eighty  showed  negative  results,  2 positives,  and  4 
very  faint  positives.  The  6 positives  were  re-immunised  by  the 
Dutch  doctor  in  charge  of  the  Camp.  Schick  Testing  had  not  been 
done  in  Holland,  but  the  proportion  of  Schick  Negative  and  Schick 
Positive  proved  to  be  approximately  the  same  as  with  our  own 
technique  and  children.

TUBERCULOSIS  CARE  COMMITTEE. 


The  scope  and  extent  of  the  work  of  this  Committee  has 
increased  substantially.  It  is  the  means  of  assisting  sufferers  from 
tuberculosis  as  well  as  their  families  financially  and  by  providing 
extra  comforts  and  necessities.  During  1945  twelve  cases  were 
assisted,  many  of  them  by  the  provision  of  extra  milk  daily,  some 
by  the  payment  of  fares  for  visiting  members  of  the  family  in 
hospital,  one  by  the  provision  of  furniture  and  furnishings  for  a 
new  house,  others  by  clothing  for  children.  Pocket  money  is  also 
given  to  patients  in  Sanatorium  who  otherwise  would  have  nothing 
to  spare  for  the  small  day-to-day  expenses  that  are  necessary  to 
make  institutional  life  more  pleasant  and  bearable. 

In  addition,  36  other  cases  were  visited,  direct  assistance  not 
being  necessary. 

The  total  amount  disbursed  was  £50  5s. 5d.,  and  there  was  a 
credit  balance  of  £70  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Christmas  Seals 
Sale  was  an  outstanding  success,  and  thanks  are  due  to  a Carol 
Singing  Party  at  Churt  which  succeeded  in  raising  some  £15.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is 
carried  out  by  the  District  Council  in  all  Parishes  in  the  District. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Fornightly  collection  is  provided  for  70  per  cent,  of  the  area. 
The  remainder  is  a monthly  service. 

Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets. 

The  Council  undertake  the  cleansing  of  Pail  Closets  in  Alfold, 
Chiddingfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead,  Witley,  and  the  non-sewered  parts 
of  Bramley. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  charge  once  in  every  quarter. 

We  have  during  the  past  year  experienced  very  great  difficulty 
in  maintaining  regularity  of  the  service  of  Refuse  Collection  and 
Cesspool  emptying,  owing  mainly  to  the  shortage  of  labour,  but  the 
labour  conditions  are  now  improving  and  more  men  are  returning 
to  employment  from  the  Forces.  We  hope,  therefore,  to  give  more 
efficient  service  during  1946.
